Town Manager calls. 
for parity in cuts 


WILMINGTON ;- Town 
Manager Michael baira is urg- 
ing residents in mn to 
contact local legislators and 
implore them to demand fair- 
ness and parity when it comes 
to cuts in local aid for 
Wilmington. 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen on Monday, 
February 10, Town Manager 
Caira detailed recent cuts that 
have been made in Local Aid 
under the knife of Governor 


Mitt Romney. 

“The projection was that if the 
Governor reduced with parity, 
as he indicated he would, 
Wilmington would be reduced 
by $352,000,” Caira explained. 
“We were, instead, reduced by 
only $275,000.” 

On the surface, it may appear 
as though Wilmington saw cuts 
in its aid that were significant- 
ly less than was originally pro- 
jected. However, according to 
Caira, a closer look at the 
process reveals the source of

-*Olin has agreed to fund the 
pipeline connection up to $3 
million,” Caira told. selectmen. 
“This agreement does not

absolve Olin from any of their 
obligations to clean up that 
land.” 

Olin has been charged by the 
state with the responsibility of 
ridding its property at 51 
Eames Street of any contami- 
nants, 

Prior to the meeting, Caira 
handed each of selectmen a 
copy of the proposed agree- 
ment, the form of which had 
already been approved by Town 
Counsel Michael Newhouse. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
gave the agreement a look and 
had questions raised by its sec- 
ond paragraph, which states, 
“The Parties (Town of 
Wilmington and Olin) acknowl- 
edge that there may be other 
sources of contamination in 
addition to the Olin property 
that may have impacted the 
Maple Meadow Brook (MMB) 
aquifer. The Town further

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Caira’s frustration towards the 
cuts that have been made. 

The $352,000 reduction was 
based on an expected statewide 
cut in Local Aid by $200 million. 
The actual cut, however, was 
significantly less, coming in at 
only $114 million, subsequently 
resulting in the $275,000 reduc- 
tion experienced by 
Wilmington. 

“The problem is going for- 
ward,” Caira stressed. 

Governor Romney was issued

: During the past twelve years, Caira and his staff have 
carefully crafted a “free cash” reserve that in November 
the Department of Revenue certified to the tune of more 
than $9 million. The Town Crier has applauded such a 
surplus in recent months and now joins the fight to protect 
it. 
~ Tt is not fair to saddle Wilmington with a significantly 
greater financial burden than other towns simply because 
it seemingly has millions to burn. It is unjust to penalize a 
community for its fiscally conservative performance dur- 
ing atime when other municipalities proved less wise about 
their spending. 

: It is not with cuts in such funds as Lottery Aid that town 
éfficials and residents should take exception.

Prescription Advantage Program 


Drug plan reduced by State’s fiscal cutbacks::: 


WILMINGTON - On January 
30, 2003, the Governor announced 
to the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts that there will be a reduc- 
tion for the Prescription Advan- 
tage Program, as part of the 
Governor's 9C cuts. It is very im- 
portant that elders are aware of 
the impact this may have on them 
and the opportunity they have to 
voice their opinion. Asof February 
1, 2003 the Prescription Advantage 
Program will no longer be accept- 
ing applications for new members. 
It was also stated that there will be 
no open enrollment during the rest 
of Fiscal Year 2003 

It is important to remember 
that the Prescription Advantage 
has been in operation since April 1, 
2001. It is the first state sponsored 
prescription drug insurance plan 
in the nation and is administered 
by the Massachusetts Executive 
Office of Elder Affairs. It offers a 
comprehensive prescription drug 
insurance planto residents of Mas- 
sachusetts not eligible for Medic-

February 19, the date of next 
week's transplant, is also the 
day that Michael and Denise 
met at a party in Medford 26 
years ago. 

“We are taking that as a good 
omen!” Michael states. 

A good omen, indeed. In 
Massachusetts, the wait for a 
kidney transplant can last as 
long as five years. During that 
time, the patient would be 
required to go to a hospital 
évery other day to receive a 
dialysis, a process in which 
one’s blood is completely fil- 
tered for as many as five hours. 

“A lot of things could have 
happened to throw this off 
course, but it worked out per- 
fectly,” Michael says. 

“I always said that 1 was 
going to be the one to donate,” 
Denise says. 

Denise isn’t the only good 
soul involved here. During the 
weeks to follow the transplant, 
the Montaltos’ neighbors on 
Ohio Street will help out and 
cook dinners for them and 
their kids. 

“We're a very tight neighbor- 
hood,” Michael says. “Our 
neighbors told us that they 
were going to bring us dinners, 
and that if we didn’t like them 
we could throw them out and 
order a pizza, but that wasn’t 
going to stop them.” 

The Montaltos’ story is surely 
a touching one for this 
Valentine’s Day, but it is not 
necessarily a tale that Michael 
can easily put into words. 

“This is beyond words for 
me,” he says. « “All of this is 
hard to describe. It is nice. We 
love each other. It does not 
surprise me, though, that 
Denise would do this for me 
because that is the type of per- 
son that Denise is.” 

She feels the same way about 
the man to whom she has given 
the gift of life. 

“I am so happy,” Denise says.

Chilmark does not receive 
money from the Additional 
Assistance Fund and, therefore, 
is poised to benefit from the 
disparity of the cuts. In fact, a 
number of the wealthiest towns 
in Massachusetts benefited 
from the disproportionate cuts, 
including Weston, Manchester, 
Dover, Carlisle, Edgartown, 
and = Andover. Even 
Wilmington’s neighbor, 
Tewksbury, was not adversely 
affected by the Additional 
Assistance cuts. 

Wilmington, which the same 
Boston.com study asserts has 
an average single-family prop- 
erty value of $220,281, sustained 
a reduction of $137,990 in 
FY2003 from the Additional 
Assistance cut, as opposed to 
the $137,000 reduction experi-

enced by Wilmington in the 
Lottery cut. 

According to Caira, if the 
same method for cutting Local 
Aid is used in the future, 
Wilmington’s projected $1.3 
million cut for Fiscal Year 2004 
could end up being as much as 
$2 million 

“We need to be extremely 
judicious about our use of free 
cash at this time,” Caira stated 

During the past few weeks, 
Caira has made known his dis- 
pleasure with the lack of uni- 
formity that he feels has been 
employed by the governor in 
making the cuts. Caira’s main 
concern is that Wilmington 
could continue to experience an 
undue financial burden during 
upcoming fiscal years. At the 
February 10 meeting, Caira 
appealed to residents and asked 
them to urge local legislators to 
protect Wilmington's Additional 
Assistance line item or at least 
demand parity in the cuts.

Selectman Robert Palmer 
asked Newhouse if the town 
would potentially compromise 
any of its rights if it were to 
enter such an agreement with 
Olin. Newhouse answered that 
only the issues specifically out- 
lined in the agreement would 
be affected, and that any possi- 
ble damages to wells and water 
are issues for which the town 
can hold Olin responsible. 

Only five specific issues are 
addressed in the agreement. 

The first issue absolves Olin 
from any pre-construction costs 
associated with the Town's 
pipeline connection. In other 
words, the town cannot seek 
reimbursement from Olin for 
any work or research per- 
formed prior to the signing of 
the agreement 

Wilmington also absolves Olin 
from the cost of water pur- 
chased from the MWRA by the 
town after permanent member- 
ship status is granted to the 
town. 

The agreement does not hold 
Olin financially responsible for 
the day-to-day operation of the 
town’s water system, with the 
exception of “the sampling of 
the Town’s water system, for 
such parameters as the parties 
mutually agree.” 

According to the agreement, 
Wilmington will not hold Olin 


financially responsible for the 


cost of water obtained in excess 


of historical water consumption | 


rates. 

A clduse also protects Olin 
from fiscal responsibility if the 
town is forced to obtain water 
from an outside source as the 
result of a natural occurrence, 
such as a drought or the deple- 
tion of the Ipswich River 
Watershed. * 

Newhouse stressed once again 
that the items addressed-will 
not have any adverse associa- 
tion with Olin’s current envi- 
ronmental responsibilities. He 
went so far as to state for the 
record that his appointment as 
Town Counsel should be 
revoked and he should be driv- 
en from town if he was in any 
way mistaken. 

The attending crowd had a 
number of questions. 

Debbie Duggan, an environ- 
mental activist in town, wanted 
to know why the agreement did

He played AAU 
basketball during the summer andeven 
played basketball during football sea- 
son. Many people will tell you that 
devoting so much'time to one sport ean 
lead to burnout or lack of desire for the 
sport, but that is most definitely not 
the case with Gore. 

“No, Lam not at all burnt out by it,” 
Gore said. “I just love playing basket- 
ball.” 

On Monday, it was Gore who was 
often putting his teammates in some 
pretty good situations. Of his five 
assists, at least three of them were 
passes that most big men in high school 
just can’t make. Or more accurately, 
they were passes that most big men 
will not make, which is exactly what 
Nowakowski sees in Gore as a captain. 

“He's in there making passes to 
kids who don’t get a lot of playing 
time,” Nowakowski said. “He is a good 
player to have on your team andi 
a good leader.” 

Leading is something that comes 
naturally for Gore. He is the starting 
quarterback for the Rams football 
team, and he acknowledges that there 
are some similarities between 
the field general and being one of the 
leaders on the basketball court, « ; 

“As the quarterback I have to lead 
the team and [ also play a huge rale on 
this team as well,” Gore said. “It is 
pretty similar in a lot of ways.”

A barrier-free entrance is 
one that will accommodate 
people in wheelchairs and 
walkers.

Preset waterheater thermostat 
controls to prevent scalding or 
freezing. 

For those people who love to 
cook, make appliances more 
accessible by lowering or rais- 
ing them to a height more suit- 
able for the chef. For instance, 
by lowering a section of coun- 
tertop and ieaving the space 
beneath it clear, it is easier for 
a wheelchair-bound person to 
use the counter as a work sur- 
face.
